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This is a decision on the APPLICATION FOR PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 
INCLUDING REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION UNDER 37 CFR § 1.705(d) filed on 
January 1 1 , 2010, requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated on the above- 
identified patent be corrected from 82 days to 382 days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified 
patent to indicate that the term of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by 
three hundred eighty-one (381) days is GRANTED to the extent indicated herein.
